N Saturday laft the Prince of Heffe Darm- 
ftadt, with an Attendance of 30 Perfons, 
arriv’d here in a Frigate that parted 
from Admiral Fairborne’s Squadron in 


the heighth of Corunna. He immedi- | 


ately prefented himfelf to the King, and was well 
receivd by him. On the 15th came in 2 French 
Men of War, each of 64 Guns, with Ammunition 
from Rochfort. Another of 80 Guns that came out 
with them was burnt by Accident on the Coaft of 
France. 

Madrid, July 17. We hear from Lisbon that the 
Prince of Heffe Darmftadt is arriv’d there from Eng- 
land, and is lodg’d in the. Imperial Ambaffador's 
Houle. It is confirm’d from Corunna, That Mon- 
fieur Du Caffe is fail’d for the Weft-Indies with 2000 
Landmen on Board his Squadron. 

Alicant, July, 17. On the 13th, the Count de 
Tholoufe pafs’d by this place with 14 Men of War, 
Firft and Second Rates, towards the Straits ; ‘tis faid 
he will be joyn’d by 6 Men of War at Cadiz, and 
Sail from thence to Lisbon. . 

From the Harlem Courant, Dated Aug. 19. 

Pars, Aug. 14. They write from Breft, That 
Monfieur Larteloire put to Sea on the 30th Ule. with 
3 Men of War, to joyn 4 more that are fitted out in 
fome other of our Ports, with which he will Sail

Francfort, Aug. 9. We have Advice that the Ar- 
my under Marfhal Catinat is encamp’d under the 
Cannon of Scrasburg, and that he is to be reinforc’d 
by fome Troops from Italy. The French that are 
in the Ifland of the Rhine near Hunningen, are lay- 
ing a Bridge over that River ; but the Markgrave 
of Baden Dourlac will endeavour to hinder the car- 
rying of it on, by Cannonading them from his Re- 
doubts on the Side of the Rhine. — *.

Naples, Jul. 25. On Advice that feveral Thoufands 
of Banditi were up in Arms in our Territories , the 
Viceroy difpatch’d fome Troops of the Militia to- 
wards them, and a Skirmifh has happen’d between 
them, in which the latter were worfted, and 50 of 
them kill'd. 

Rome, Jul. 29. The Number of the Banditi on 
the confines of the Abruzzo encreafing daily, Signiot 
Falconnieri is gone as Apoftolick Commiffioner with 
a Body of Horfe and Foot commanded by Collonel 
Ceruti, to fupprefs them. Mean time, ’tis faid that 
the Imperial Ambaffador has warn’d Signior Fal- 
conieri to act with caution, for that they are not 
Banditi, but have taken Arms for the Service of the 
Emperor. 

Venice, Aug. 4. *Tis reported here that the City 
of Aquila, in the Abruzzo, has declar’d- for the 
Emperor. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Aug. 15. 

Cracow, July 26. We are making Preparations 
here for another Batte]l: The Army of the Crownis 
now at Opatowioc, The Saxon Horfe are on the 
other fide of the Viftula,within a Mile of this place, 
The Swedith Army is at Pinczow 9 Miles from hence, 

Cracow, Aug. 2. Our Army lyes in their former 
Pofts ; but the Swedes are at. Skalmirz, 6 Miles 
from this place. Yefterday arriv’d here the 8 Regi- 
gitents of Foot from Saxony, with Artillery, and 
are to encainp before this City. 

Breflau, Aug. 6. The Army of the Crown is fe- 
mov’d 15 Miles from Cracow. The Poftpolite or 
Nobility are mounted on Horfeback, but continue 
every one in his own Palatinate. The K. of Poland 
has drawn his Forces together agen, and made them 
take a new Oath of Fidelity to him. He has like- 
wife receiv’d a Reinforcement of 7o0o Men, which 
are making a Line from Cracow to the Viftula. 
The K.of Sweden lyes encamp’d at Skalmietz with- 
in 6 Miles of Cracow. 

Tarnowitz, Aug. 6. "Tis advis’d from Cracow, 
that the King of Poland left that City'on the 3d, and 
retir’d with his Army over the Viftula, ordering the 
Bridge to be broken down as foon as he had pafs'd 
over it. The King of Sweden is advanc’d fo near 
Cracow, that his Commiffioners have been in that 
City to treat of Contributions. 

Riga, ig 30. A Courier that left the Army under 
General Slippenbach on the 28th, brings Advice, 
That the Mufcovites were fo far advanc’d, that the 
foremoft Troops were already engag’d, and that the 
General had pofed himfelf very ftrongly inthe Strait 
of Stagnits. 

Dantzick, Aug. 5. We have Advice that the Muf- 
covites are come into Livonia witli 9¢000 Men, an 
that their advanc’d Troops were defeated by General 
Slippenbach.

Amfterdam, Aug. 14. Letters from Riga of the 
goth of July fay, Thar the Mufcovites were ad- 
yanc’d to Dorpat with rococo Men ; thar they eput 
all to Fire and Sword in their March; that they 
have detach’d 12000 Men towards Riga, to cut off 
the Communication between that Place ang Livo- 
nia.

This 
News being brought by fome of thofe that fled firft 
out of the Battel, they cannot give a certain Ac- 
count of the Lofs of the Swedes. "Tis reported that 
the Mufcovites are fat down before Dorpat. 
Amfterdam, Aug. 18. Letters from Bolduc fay, 
That the Army under the Duke of Burgundy, 
which is divided into 3 Camps, and lyes between 
Bergeick and Eyndhoven, is going to break up. — 
Plimouth, Aug. 11. Yefterday a Flufhing Priva- 
teer brought in hither a French Ship of 40 Tuns 
from Martineco. 
Newcaftle, Aug. 11. On Tuefday laft arriv’d at 
our Bar 2 Dutch Men of War, that came to take 
out of the Harbour the Dutch Collier-Doggers; but 
they fail’d a Week ago under Convoy of 2 Englith 
Fregates.'
